The proper local school authorities
shall, on and after September 1, 1585 require all
pu in all echools supvorted by public money,
or under State control to study, as a lar
branch, pbysiology and hygiene, which shall give
special reference (o aflects of alcoholic drinks,
stimulants and narcotics upon the human system,

Mr. SMITH, of Jay, objected to a provis-
jon in the amendment which practically
prevenis parenta from saying what studies
their children shall pursue.

Mr, THOMPSON offered a substitute tha
asystem of hygiene shall be tanght and th
text books relected by the State Board o
Educstion, which was ruled out of order,

Mr. JOHNSON, of Tippecance: The decis-
ieii of the Senate on this matter has alresdy
been made—‘hat tbis bill shall be rejected.
Noset of men can deline the true effects of
slcoholic stimulants on the human system in
general, because they differ according to the
conditions of the system, constution, tem-
eeramwent, habit, sex and other conditions.
The effect of a measure like this will be
detrimental—a large number of children
will be taken out of the schoals because
m& inatruction will be given in a fanatical
epirit,

ts of stirunlanty and narcotics npon the
buman system, and my observation has sat-
jsfied me that their recular use has a tend-
eccy to deteriorate tirs blosd and to weaken
and debilitate both bLody and mind conse-
mﬂm and death frequentiy follow.
Hoze 1 can tee no good resson why such

iacts should not be made known and isught
in our common schools. In fact, [ am al-
most inclined to say that the tesching of tle
mw effects of alcohol, opiam and
other parcotics upon the human system
thould be made compulsory in all our

schools.

On motion by Mr. COPELAND the bill S,
4451 to pay $7,050 to members of the Indiana
Legion was read the second time,

Mr. CORY: Why i2itthat these regiments
of the Indiara Legion bave not been paid be-
fore this? Why dces this come us after fil-
teen or twenty years? It looks l'ke a mon-
ey-making scheme. Il looks like something
is rotten in Denmark.

Mr, MOODY: This money for the Legion
was appropriated in 1862 and most of it was
paid, The remainder bas since been in the
State Treasury and this bill is to pav it to
those men who bave just proved that they
are entitled to it.

Mr. SMITH, of Tiopecanoce: The bill men-
tiovs seversl regiments. | move to amend by
including any other regiment which did
State service.

Mr. PATTEN: Further legislation on this
subject is urnecessary. The law of 1753 says
this money sha!l be paid to men who were
enrolled. If men have Lot been enrolled, it
!s their duty to go the Adjutant General and
nave their 1 ames enrolled.

Mr. CORY: Afler twenty years it has
been discovered that some men did service
for the country and their names haye never
been enrolled. Men who were “home
guards”’—who never dreamed of pay, under
this amendment, which propcses to make it
general, can draw pay for that service. Many
YyeArs 8go a commission was appointed to
coneider all this class of claims, and under
its sction Congress allowed several hundred
thousand dollars, which was disbursed tothe
claimants according to the allowance of this
commission, as payment in full for such ser-
vices, _

Mr. MOODY: Any amount of men who
did service for the State have not had their
names pat on this muster roll by the com-
mission appointed for that. Men were out
of the State at that time and were over-
looked.

Mr. PENDLETON: Thismoney was earned
by members of the Indiana Legion, and
should be paid,

Mr. GORDON: I move that the bill with
smendments be recommitted toa speocial
committee of five.

Mr. COPELAND: I hope the gentleman
will not insist on that motion. The money
must be paid before next January if at all,

The motion was lfxeed to.

The SPEAKER: I appoint as such special
corumittee Mesers. Gordon, Copeland, Smith
of Tippecanoe, Moody ana Wilson.

The total sum thus
refained smonnts to $300 per month, It so
bappens that the employes are alwsysable
to care for themseives when sick or hurt,
The jailway company has no contrast with
the exuployes, but merely keeps bsck this
money.

EXEMPTING HIGHWAYS FROM TAXATION,

Mr. GARRISON'S bill [H. R. 2001 was
readd the third time, He said: This bill
provides that a man shall not be taxcd for
portion of his land used by public roads,

Mr. TAYLOR: Itisno more than equit-
able to make this deduction., Il aman owns
1,000 acres of land much of 1t 18 taken up
by roads , which he should be relieved from
paying taxes on, because the public have
tbe benefit of the Jand.

Mr. WILSBON: 1 see no uese of this, It
wiil only burden the statute books. On in-
vestigation we find that one-two-hundredih
part of the land of the State are highways,
and that two-thirds of taxation comes from
real estate. If yon dedunct roads from taxa-
tiop it will only increase the rate of taxa-
tion.

Mr. ROBRINSON: As a man has no re-
turne from lands used as highways I think

. he should not be taxed for such.

AFTEENOON SES3ION.

Mr. HOBAN: I beheve that it would
equalize taxes, One man might own s large
eéstate on one side of the road and his neigzh-
bor on the other side a small estate. Btill,
the wan with the small estate might haye
land in & parrow strip lying along the road,
He wounld then be taxed as heavy for the
road land as his wealthy neighbor, BSo |
think that it will equalize taxes to exompt
the roads

The bill failed to pass by yeas 17, nays Il

Mr. BARNES, explaining his vote, said:
Now that Assessors never fail to deduct the
rcade, creeks and chiffs, he regarded it as un-
necestary legislation, and voted *‘no.”

Mr. COPELAND: Believing this to be in
the interest of fermers—helieving that they
desire it, and es they have taken up little
time of this House, and as very little has
been done for them, 1 vote “‘aye.”

Mr. DEEM. Delieving that farmers are
alreacy well enoogh protected, 1 vote ‘‘no.”

Mr. LINNVILLE: Asageneral rule, roads
are & benetit more than an tnjury, and I vote
Ilno.)!

Mr. OVERMAN: I am surprised that any
tair-minded man can vote against this bill.
Every measure to relieve the burdens of
farmers has been voted down here. You
might as well tax Jot owners for lands of the
streets as to tax farmers for roads. I vote
“.'e.”

On motion by Mr. WILLIAMS the further

consideration of the Appellate Court bill
8. 45! was indefinitely postponed,
THE STATE HOUEE } UNDS,

Tke bill 'H. R, 480] relative to fands to
complete the new State House being read—

Mr. MOCK: 1 move to amend that the
money ($350,000) heretofore appropriated,
an«d now in the Traasury, be appropriated to
the State House fund. When this money,
collected $1°50,000 in 1879 and $200,000 1253,
was not used it went into the general fund
in conformity to the views of the Auaditor of
the Sitate. The State House Commissioners
ciaim that this money should go toward the
State House completion. There has been a
controversey between the Siate House Com-
missioners and the Auditer of State, and
this amendment will stop it.

Mr. REEVES: It is not necessary to be
gcared about these funds. They are safe and
have not, sirictly speaking, been mis-
appropriated, This amendment will decide
where the funds belong.

Mr. MOODY: This money—the $350,000—
was turned over to the general fund without
suthority of law. Thereshould be no con-
troversy over this, This was dene over the
opinion of the Ailtorney General. The
State House Commissionees were right and
we should not sit here and say that the Aun-
ditor of State turned the fands over to the
general fund by authority of law.

Mr. SMITH, of Tippecance: We shonld
by all means provide the State House Com-
missioners with the money to complete the
State House. We shouid confine ourselyes
to that and not talk about was right and who
was wrong about the fund to which this
fund belonged.

Mr. McMULLEN: No one has taken the
money away. The Stare Hous2 fund must
have the money (lthe $350000) and the
amendment should prevail,

The amendment was agreed to.

Mr. MOCK moved to amend further that
as there is no money in the general fand of
the State Treasury, that the Governor, Audi-
tor of Btate and Treasurer of State be an-
thorized to make a temporary lesu of 500 -
000, of which $350,000 is to replace the like
an:ount appropriated to the State-hous=e but
peed in thegeneral furd, and $170,000 13 to be
used in the farnitare for thie building.

The amendment was agreed to.

Mr, ENGLE moyed to amend by inserting
the provizo that no wore than $2 000,000 be
ysed in the building as intended in the con-
tiact.
